REMARKS 

The applicants have studied the Office Action dated June 8, 2004, It is submitted that the 
application is in condition for allowance. Claims 1, 3-7 and 9-12 have been amended, and claims 
2 and 8 have been canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. Reconsideration and allowance of 
all of the claims in view of the following remarks are respect&lly requested. 

Claims 1-12 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Isenee et al. 
(5,815,153). This rejection is respectfully traversed. 

Claim 1 recites "a touch-screen for receiving graphical information applied through a 

stylus convert the graphical information from the touch screen into a dial signal.** Claim 7 

recite a similar language. The Isenee reference does not disclose a touch-screen for receiving 
graphical information applied through a stylus and converting the graphical information from the 
touch screen into a dial signal, as recited in the claims. 

The Examiner states that Col. 12, lines 49-67 of the Isenee reference disclose a touch- 
screen and stylus. However, the Isenee reference including the section pointed out by the 
Examiner does not disclose a touch-screen for receiving graphical information applied through a 
stylus and converting the graphical information from the touch screen into a dial signal, as recited 
in the claims. 

Thus, claims 1-12 distinguish over the art of recoid. 

Therefore, it is respectfully submitted that the rejection of claims 1-12 should be 
withdrawn.
